Then there is a sort of educational toy. 
On a disc are several questions, each 
represented by a metal spot. Also on the 
discs are several answers, likewise repre- 
sented by a metal disc. A pointer is placed 
on the question “spot,” and another 

ointer is run along the answer “‘ spots.”’ 
Vhen the right answer is reached a bulb 
in the centre lights. This toy costs only a 
few shillings, with spare discs containing 
other questions and answers. 

I saw a model of a crane which lifted, 
lowered, swung right or left as a lever was 
operated ; a morse code tapper and buzzer ; 
a scenic railway; fire engines, motor cars, 
trains; bagatelle boards, and cinemato- 
graph outfits which showed a considerable 
advance on the machines with which boys 
played ten or more years ago. 

There were steam engines, steam rollers, 
and a complete workshop, with lathes, 
verticals, etc., worked from a _ belting 
system driven by a little electric motor. 
These were for older boys, but to suit the 
younger there was a great variety of clock- 
work toys. 

Everywhere Meccano outfits were to be 
seen. Meccano outfits were most prized 
possessions of boys even before the War, 
and year by year the sets have improved, 
the range of models that can now be con- 
structed being very large. Hornby trains 
also seemed to be an indispensable part of 
the toy displays. The fact that Hornby 
sets may be augmented from year to year 
makes them a strong attraction for the boy 
who likes toys he can treasure, 


For Girls 


Girls may obtain kitchen dressers com- 
plete in every detail, with flour sifters, 
mincers, tins for foodstuffs, and lots ol 
other culinary articles. Doll’s sewing sets 
are another attraction for girls. The 
modern dol) has a great wardrobe. 

A laundry set includes a mangle, pails, 
washboard, and clothes horse. There are 
stoves, gas and electric (in make-belief), 
with kettles, pots and pans. 

Dolls range in price from a few pence 
to a few pounds, and—a welcome change— 
they have intelligent faces nowadays: 
there are baby. dolls, infant dolls, and 
spohisticated-looking dolls. There are 


dolls with the garments of brides, little. 


girls, in babies’ clothes and with no 
clothes. 

Very young children are provided with 
an abundance of cuddly bears, rabbits, 
dogs, and other animals; cloth dolls, furry 
animals on wheels, building blocks, ‘etc. 

There are desks, prams, tricycles, 
scooters, motor cars in which the child 
may ride; games, and story books galore.

£76,000 HOUSING 
SCHEME 


200 NEW HOUSES FOR 
COASTAL TOWNSHIPS 


- 


In furtherance of the scheme for the 
clearance of slum areas and the rehousing 
of tenants living in overcrowded dwellings 
in the coastal townships, the Dun Laoghaire 
Boroúgh Corporation are about to build 200 
additional houses at a cost of £76,000. 

In 1931 the Corporation decided to erect 
houses at an estimated cost of £146,000, the 
work to be spread over a period of five 
years. Under the scheme, the Corporation 
has completed, or has under consideration, 
387 houses at a cost of £117,500, and are com- 
mitted to the following schemes :—25 three- 
roomed houses at Hybla, 21 three-roomed 
houses at Sallynoggin, and 32 four-roomed 
houses at Sallynoggin, costing £26,000, 
making a total of 465 new houses erected at 
a cost of £145,500 

Apart from the houses built and houses 
in hand, approximately 300 further applica- 
tions have been received. 

About 25 per cent. of the applicants now 
to be provided for under the corporation s 
scheme include families who have been 
attracted into the district during the past 
eighteen months, and this influx adds con- 
siderably to the difficulties of solving the 
housing problem. 

In a report to the General Purpose Com- 
mittee of the Corporation, Mr. P. : 
Hernon, Borough Manager and Town Clerk, 
recommended the Council to proceed with 
the building of a further 200 houses, and 
that suitable sites for large schemes should 
be sought without further delay. 

He suggested that the localisation of these 
200 houses should be in the following areas : 

Dalkey—30 houses. 

Blackrock and Dun Laoghaire—170 houses, 

The cost of these houses will be approxi- 
mately £76,000, and the Council propose to 
raise this amount at an early date, so as to 
enable the work to be proceeded with in the 
early part of next year. 

Under the Town Planning Act, the 
Minister for Local Government and Public 
Health has powers to transfer an area, OF 
part of an area, to ‘an adjoining authority 
for the making of a town planning scheme 
for such combined areas, even though the 
areas may remain under their own separate 
authorities for all other purposes. 


Rail Service Ceases.—The Great Southern 
Railways Company has given notice of its in- 
tention to cease, from te ólst December, 
running passenger trains on the Limerick 
(Patrickswel!) and Charleville branch of its 
system, and to substitute a passenger road 
service to and from Limerick and Cork. The 
goods traffic will, however, be dealt with as 
usual, '

Che Long Room 


A shipbroker tells me that the Long 
Room in the Customs House is no longer 
big enough to hold the staff required to 
deal with the Customs business, Ships’ 
reports are now taken on the quay-side of 
this magnificent building, which is, I 
believe the finest Customs House in the 
British Isles. In the pre-Treaty Long 
Room there were about half-a-dozen 
Officials, and they transacted all. the 
Customs work of the port of Dublin. Of 
course, in those days people scarcely knew 
of the existence of the Customs, and unless 
they received parcels from overseas friends 
at Christmas they were unaware of what is 
now known as “the duty.” Practically 
everything is dutiable nowadays, and if 
the present rate of progress is maintained 
all the other departments will have to 
build offices elsewhere and leave the 
Customs people in possession. I under- 
stand that when the Customs House was 
first established the Irish Commissioners 
of Customs had their own apartments on 
the premises, where they resided with 
their families. :

Cement Cargoes 


The other afternoon I observed a vessel 
discharging a cargo of cement at George’s 
quay.. Appropriately enough, the name of 
the ship was Dublin. She was, however, 
registered at the port of Belfast, and her 
funnel bore three bands coloured red, white 
and blue. The dockers, I am told, dislike 
handling cement, but, cargoes are so scarce 
nowadays that they are not inclined to 
grumble: One docker told me that at the 
end of the day the men experience great 
difficulty in restoring their original com- 
plexions, The speed at which they work 
causes profuse perspiration, and when 
they cool down they find that their eye- 
brows, eyelids and hair are set hard.- If 
the day is wet, a man with a moustache 
is likely to find that it becomes as hard 
as a brick. Another drawback to cement 
is that it induces what is known as a 
" terrible drought,’’ and the men are con- 
sequently compelled to drink water and 
other beverages at frequent intervals. 


A Pleasing Prospect 


_ There are so many charming view-points 
in the neighbourhood of Dublin that it is 
difficult to say which is the most attractive, 
but I would like to draw attention to one 
which I came to appreciate recently. It is 
to be seen at Windgates, while travelling 
from Greystones to Bray, and the hurrying 
motorist might easily miss it altogether, 
since there is only one spot from which the 
prospect is fully revealed. From this con- 
siderable height, the valley of which 
Enniskerry forms the centre, lies to the 
left, flanked on all sides by hills of vary- 
ing contour. New plantations of young 
trees, intended to replace those which were 
ruthlessly cut down during the war period, 
stand in serried rows along the base of the 
Little Sugar Loaf, their green melting 
harmoniously into the brown bracken 
which clothes the hill to its summit. In 
late autumn or early winter it would be 
difficult to match the beauty of this scene, 
which is only inferior in variety to the 
other famous Wicklow vales because it con- 
tains no river large enough to be visible at 
such a distance.

ET there are so many delightful films 
which could be made for children. 
The camera, whose chief virtue is that it 
can lie more effectively and more pictur- 
esquely than anything else, would be in 
its element when dealing with fairy 
stories. The giants and fairies of the 
stage are suspiciously like human beings, 
‘but the cinema would be able ‘to 
create real giants and fairies, and a 
whole fantastic world in which beanstalks 
‘really would grow up to the skies and 
witches really would ride on broomsticks.

Lord Justice Andrews, addressing 
the Belfast Grand Jury a few weeks ago, 
did not share this opinion, nor does the 
Primary Schools’ League in Dublin, which 
is in some doubt whether children should 
be allowed into ordinary cinema shows at

A Possible Solution 


HE ideal would be to have films which 
were specially made for children 
below a certain age, shown in houses 
specially licensed for that purpose. We 
have no such films, however, and at this 
stage, even if they were to be made, we 
would find it hard to confine them to defi- 
nite cinemas. Something might be done 
on the British lines, or, rather, on the 
lines which the British authorities laid 
down but did not follow. In Great Britain 
films are still divided into the classes “A”' 
and “ U,” and, in theory, no child under 
a certain age is allowed to go to a cinema 
where an “A” film is being shown. In 
practice, this rule has become little more 
than an advertisemeant for ‘* doubtful ” 
films ; and no serious attempt ever is made 
to exclude children from them. Here, 
although we may feel that the censorship 
is treating the adults as children, we can 


also criticise it for treating the children. 


as adults. It seems to make no provision 
for those films which have so bad an effect 
on a child’s mind, and which yet have 
no such effect on the mind of a 
grown man or woman. If this provision 
were made by dividing films into two or 
more classes, and if the regulations 
governing the classes were strictly en- 
forced, the censorship would be doing very 
useful - ork.

SOME POSSIBILITIES 
OF THE FUTURE 


-—- 


By “SEA LAWYER.” 


he: of us who went through the 
Great War look nowadays at the 
international political barometer with 
anxious middle-aged eyes. Nearly all the 
1914 symptoms can be seen, together with 
a few new ones. The moment some Power 
thinks the time has come to teach a 
troublesome neighbour a salutary lesson 
by a nicely ‘‘ localised conflict,’’ the land- 
slide will start again. The last time it 
was a “ War to end War.” The next 
time it will be a war that will end every- 
thing. 

If the worst does come to pass, what 
will happen to Ireland? The question 
cannot be ignored, as Ireland’s strategic 
position belongs to the domain of world 
politics. 

It may be said at once that Ireland is 
not nearly so important as it was in the 
closing years of the eighteenth century. 
In those days of sailing ships a fleet could 
not move in calm weather. Alternatively, 
if it. blew very hard, the squadrons would 
be scattered. The frigates keeping watch 
off Ushant could not keep their station in 
heavy weather, and thus there were re- 
curring chances for portion of the French 
fleet to escape to open seas; and the pre- 
vailing winds were west to south-west. A 
glance at the map of Europe will show 
that with a wind blowing a bit south of 
west, the French could make a fairly easy 
passage to the Fastnet, and so on to the 
southern coast of Ireland. But with such 
a wind the English, if not wind-bound in 
port, would have to beat slowly up the 
Channel, and (most important of all) 
ships could only communicate with one 
another within visual distance. 


WIRELESS 


. The modern fleet is no longer dependent 


on either the direction or (within limits) 
the force of the wind: steam having altered 
the elements governing naval strategy. But 
even more important than steam in naval 


warfare is wireless telegraphy. The 
smallest patrol boat can give the warning 
‘enemy sighted,’’ together with his 


position, course, speed, and other details 
in as little time as it takes a man to sign 
his name. ‘The patrol boat is, of course, 
sunk, but the presence of the pawn has 
ruined the enemy's game. For these and 
other reasons the several French raids on 
Ireland during the revolutionary period 
would not be practicable under modern 
conditions, It is for historians to deter- 


on the minds of Pitt and Castlereagh 
when they determined on forcing through 
the Act of Union. 


THE WESTERN APPROACHES 


In spite of all the changes in conditions 
which are the fruit of steam-power and 
wireless telegraphy, Ireland, nevertheless, 
Is a very important point on the earth’s 
surface. She dominates what the 
Admiralty War Staff terms the ‘ western 
approaches,’’ and to-day neither England 
nor France would let it. fall into un. 
friendly hands. They would not, because 
they dare not allow the balance of naval! 
(and air) power to be disturbed by a 
possible enemy having effective possession 


of the Irish coasts. Effective possession, 
of course, means not merely a powerful 
fleet, but also all those things without 
which a fleet cannot exist—viz., dockyards, 
shore defences, and the like, The pro- 
vision of the latter entails not only the 
expenditure of many milliohs of money, 
but also years of steady and unmolested 
work. So it seems clear that when. the 
next war does come we need only consider | 
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mine how much influence those raids had.

and, no doubt, the world would have a 
ronouncement by Mr. de Valera in his 
est Geneva manner, which incidentally 
was a very effective manner in that for 
once that rather futile place heard plain 
truths bluntly expressed. 


A NEUTRAL’S TASK 


But, at the best, it would all be but 
words. How could Ireland, unaided, carry 
out the duties that are imposed upon a 
neutral? For instance, her harbours and 
tertitorial waters must be closed to belli- 
gerent vessels, except for a strictly limited 

riod. If a war vessel’s stay exceeds that 
fimit of time, she must be interned, 
according to international law.- But the 
seizure of a man-of-war is hardly a matter 
that can be handed over to the police. 
Government requires real force. behind it 
for these operations. Again, a merchant- 
man, defensively armed or otherwise, is 
entitled to shelter and protection in 
neutral territorial waters. here is the 
Irish naval force to give it such protec- 
tion? But the really dangerous problem 
would be that of a vessel purporting to 
be a defensively armed merchantman, but 
which was really a commerce raider. A 
commerce raider with a safe ‘‘ bolt-hole’”’ 
on the Irish coast could do incalculable 
damage to merchant shipping; and 
problems would also arise of contraband 
cargoes ostensibly consigned to neutral 
Ireland, but whose real destination is else- 
where. All of such problems call for not 
only experience in naval warfare, butnaval 
power available to enforce decisions. 

These are some of the problems with 
which the Irish Government may find 
themselves suddenly confronted. It is not 
for the writer of this little sketch to 
presume to advise them, but as a friendly 
“neutral” he feels bound to point out 
the danger of clashing with British sea 
power as embodied in the British 
Admiralty. That Admiralty is, without 
any doubt, the most efficient public body 
in the world. Their policy is to leave 
Ireland alone themselves; and to see that 
everyone else in the world does the same. 
That policy the Admiralty will maintain 
until her last battle squadron is sunk. 
The corporative tradition which “the 
Admiralty unostentatiously carries out is 
one which never forgets anything and 
never fails to learn from fresh events as 
they occur, 


IRELAND 


The name “' Ireland ” has been used by 
the writer because it seems right and 
proper to do so. The words “ Free State” 
suddenly sprang into existence thirteen 
years ago, and, strange to say, Irishmen 
accepted it. Why should historic Ireland. 
the motherland of famous Churchmen and 
philosophers and great captains, lose her 
name because a fraction of her territory 
was partitioned off? If the fraction had 
been called the “ Orange Free State” and 
the rest retained the historic name. the 
essential proprieties would not have been 
outraged. Perhaps Mr. Yeats was prophet 
as well as poet when he wrote: 
‘Romantic Ireland’s dead and gone.”

Str,—My attention has been drawn to a 
letter signed ‘‘ Catholicus’’ which recently 
appeared in your paper. I do not usually 
notice anonymous attacks, nor do I consider 
that your columns are a suitable medium for 
expounding Catholic political philosophy. 1 
shall, therefore, be brief. 

(1) The phrase ‘all lawful authority comes 
from God to the people” is not mine at all. 
It occurs in the Preamble to the present Con- 
stitution. I reject it. What about the 
authority of a parent or of a bishop?

Although the debate at times 


took on an acrimonious tone— 


notably when M. Titulesco, the Rumanian Foreign Miunister, 
launched a violent attack on Hungary—the general atmosphere was 


one of greater hopefulness. 


TRIBUTES TO BRITAIN 


From Revter’s CORREsPONDENT. 
GENEVA, Monday. 


M. Titulesco began his attack on 
Hungary by remarking that never before 
had he realised what a loss had been 
suffered in the death of the late Count 
Apponyi, the Hungarian delegate to the 
League. 

Count Apponyi, he declared, had always 
kept discussions upon a basis of courtesy, 
whereas Hungary’s critics were now con- 


fronted with gratuitous charges and 
provocations. 
Continuing his attack, M. Titulesco 


said:—‘‘ I have lived ten years in Great 
Britain and so long in Switzerland that I 
regard it as my second home. Was there 
ever in the history of Great Britain or 
Switzerland any case where refugees were 
allowed to have arms and exercise in arms, 
and have munitions and explosives ! 

‘‘ If such a case could have been proved 
to havé occurred through the fault of some 
British or Swiss authority, would British 
or Swiss honour ’’—turning to the Hun- 
garians—‘‘ seeing that you have such a 
nice sense of national honour ’’—‘‘ would 
you have been satisfied with the reply. 
‘It’s not made in England.’ ”’ 

M. Titulesco referred to the statement 
of M. Eckhardt, the Hungarian represen- 
tative, that when one had no tradition one 
fell back on propaganda. 

‘‘ Rumania has no tradition?’’ he asked. 
“The Rumanians were led to the land 
which they now occupy by the Roman 
Emperors, and were there to receive the 
Hungarians when they came from Asia.” 


DISSATISFIED WITH 
FRONTIERS 


> a 


“4 VERY SMALL MINORITY ” 


Passing to the subject of revisionism, M. 
Titulesco pointed out that the number of 
men discontented with their existing 
frontiers was a very small minority of 
those who saw quietude and peacg in the 
maintenance of the status quo. 

France, Italy and Great Britain did not 
‘ask to go out across their present frontiers, 
and the U.S.8S.R. proclaimed that, while 
they would not part with an inch of their 
land, they did not wish an inch of their 
neighbours. Throughout the world there 
was general satisfaction with existing 
frontiers, Of the revisionist movement to- 
day Hungary was the most active and most 
intense centre. | 

Concluding an hour and a quarter’s 
speech on a more moderate note, M. 
Titulesco said he had not come to 
humiliate Hungary, but as an apostle of 
peace, prepared to offer his hand. 

““ Let us forget your remarks about us," 
he said. “ Put aside false sentiment and 
co-operate with us, giving the Yugoslav 
nation reasonable satisfaction, and thus 
aiding the general cause of peace.” 


LEAGUE’S RESPONSIBILITY 
Dr. Benes (Czechoslovakia) followed M. 
Titulesco, and was very moderate. He 
was opposed to revisionism, and appealed 
to the Council to see that Yugoslavia re- 
ceived satisfaction. Yugoslavia, he said, 
had had the wisdom to have recourse to 
the League, and a catastrophe had thus, 
so far, been averted. The Council was 
faced with a ‘grave responsibility. 

M. Jevtitch, the’ Yugoslav Foreign 
Minister, then addressed the Assembly. 
He said that the Hungarian memorandum 
was simply a denial, pure and simple, 
without the slightest proof in support of 
it. 

He reproached the Hungarians with hav- 
ing made a complaint, which was simply 
a political manoeuvre. He denied that 
there was any foundation for the sugges- 
tion that it was an attack against the 
honour of the Hungarian. people. 

M. Jevtitch declared that the complaint 
of the Hungarians was based upon the 
non-execution by Hungary of promises 
made to Yugoslavia. He gave as an illus- 
tration of Hungarian bad faith that it was 
only after the Yanka Putchta camp had 
been in existence for two years that the 
Hungarian Government admitted it knew 
anything about it, and then it took seven 
months to liquidate the camp.

He resented the suggestion that the 
three criminals who took part in the Mar- 
seilles crime had been expelled from Hun- 
gary, and were thus able to carry out their 
foul deed. 

He referred to Baron Aloisi’s reference 
to the so-called resolution that had been 
taken in Belgium to assassinate the King. 
He said that the author of this resolution, 
who was also charged with the execution 
of the assassination of the King and of 
other members of the Government, was 
now outside the reach of justice—a refer- 
ence to the fact that he is in the hands of 
the Italian authorities. 


MR. ANTHONY EDEN AS 
RAPPORTEUR 


- 


ESTEEMED AND ADMIRED 
BY COLLEAGUES 


At the end of the meeting of the Council 
Mr. Eden was unanimously elected as 
rapporteur. He subsequently dined with 
M. Laval, Baron Aloisi, M. Avenol, and 
Senor Madariaga. 

There was a shower of bouquets heaped 

upon him by all members of the Council 
in voting unanimously his election. 
_M. Laval said that the British Govern- 
ment had already, at this session, given 
proof of its international solidarity and its 
fidelity to the League of Nations. This 
was a fresh action of good-will on its part. 
“Mr. Eden enjoyed the esteem and 
admiration of all his colleagues.’’ 


HUNGARIAN DENIALS 

Before the election of Mr. Eden, M. 
Eckhardt, the Hungarian delegate, replied 
extemporaneously to the points raised by 
revious speakers. He denied that he 
had intended any offence to any country 
by his reference to questions of tradition. 
He said he had not intended this to apply 
to the States concerned, but to certain 
elements of the Press, whose tone tended 
to envenom the situation, instead of check- 
ing its further development, as the 
representative of the United Kingdom had 
urged should be done. i 

He said that the refugees’ situation was 
steadily getting worse, and that the Yugo- 
slav promise that the expulsions had been 
stopped was not being observed. It was 
not true that Hungary had attempted any 
reprisals. He reaffirmed the pacific basis 
of Hungarian revisionism, and said that 
he would welcome a rapprochement with 
the Little Entente, but what Hungary 
wanted was deeds, not words. 


THE RESOLUTION 


INSISTS UPON 
PUNISHMENT 


_ 


The Council’s resolution, of which a 
summary is given in the introduction to 
this report, has been accepted by 
Hungary. 

The resolution, which runs to about 600 
or 700 words, deplores and condemns ‘‘ the 
crime which occasioned the loss of the lives 
of a knightly King Alexander I. of Yugo- 
slavia and M Louis Barthou. . . and 
insists that all those responsible shall be 
punished.”’ 

“ The Council recalls that it is the duty 
of every State neither to encourage nor 
tolerate on its territory any terrorist 
activity with a political purpose; that 
every State must do all in its power tr 
prevent and repress acts of this nature, 
and must for this purpose lend its assist; 
ance to Governments which require it.’’ 

Noting that “ various questions relative 
to the existence, or the activities outside 
Yugoslav territory, of. terrorist elements 
have not been settled in a manner which 
has given satisfaction to the Yugoslav 
Government,’ and being of opinion “ that 
certain Hungarian authorities may have 
assumed—at any rate, through negligence 
—certain responsibilities relative to acts 
having connection with the preparation of 
the crime of Marseilles,’’ and considering 
‘‘that it is incumbent on the Hungarian 
Government, conscious of its international 
responsibility, to take at once appropriate 
punitive action in the case of any of its 
authorities whose culpability may be 
established,” the “Council: requests the

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BRITISH NATIONALITY 


ACTS .

HE new Constitution (Amendment 
4 No. 26) Bill, which was introduced in 
the Dail by President de Valera a month 
ago, has now been circulated. It proposes 
to amend Article 3 of the Constitution, 
which provides a purely local citizenship 
for Free State nationals “within the 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Irish Free 
States’ The bill proposes to eliminate 
these words and thus to permit the citizen- 
ship to operate extra-territorially, as well 
as intra-territorially. A verbal alteration 
is to be made in the proviso of Article 3 


| by which the words, “ citizenship in the 


Irish Free State,” will read ‘‘ citizenship 
of the Irish Free State.’’ 3 

By this it is hoped, presumably, to make 
it clear that citizenship can properly be 
held by qualified persons resident outside 
as well as in the Free State. 


CITIZENSHIP BILL 


The amendment to Section 28 of the 
Citizenship Bill, of which the President 
has given notice, provides that the common 
law relating to British nationality shall 
cease to have effect. This, it is under- 
stood, is intended to clear up some mis- 
conceptions. Section 28 proposes to re- 
peal the British Nationality and Status of 
Aliens Acts of 1914 and 1918, ‘‘ if, and in 
so far as they are, or ever were, in force 
in Saorstat EKireann.”’ 

In Britain the statute law relating to 
nationality and the common law run side 
by side. Under Section 2 of the British 
Nationality Act, 1914, every person born 
in His Majesty’s Dominions is a British 
subject. The view is also held that the 
common law of Great Britain operates in 
a similar way. Article 73 of the Free 
State Constitution provided that, except 
where they were inconsistent with the Con- 
stitution, “ the laws in force in the Free 
State at the time of the coming-into opera- 
tion of this Constitution shall continue to 
be of full force and effect until . . . re- 
pealed or amended.’’ The Acts mentioned 
were accordingly adopted by the Free 
State.

w relating to British nationality, “if, 


1 and so far. as.it is, or ever was, in force 


in Saorstat Eireann. 

By this means, apparently, President de 
Valera hopes to reach the point which he 
envisaged in his speech on the second 
reading that, when this bill is passed, 
“under Irish law no Irish citizen will be 
a British subject ... Not a single line of 
this bill need be altered if a Republic were 


declared to-morrow.’’ 


ELEVEN AMENDMENTS 


Messrs. H. M. Dockrell (U.1.P., County 
Dublin) and John Good (Independent, 
County Dublin) have given notice of eleven 
amendments to the bill. One of these pro- 
poses that a woman who marries a Pree 
State citizen shall be given a certificate of 
naturalisation without complying with the 
formalities. stipulated in the bill. With 
regard to Section 9, which gives the 
Minister power to revoke a certificate of 
nationality ‘“‘at any time on his own 
motion and at his absolute discretion,”’ 
they propose to delete the words quoted,

‘That this House accepts the 
recommendations of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Indian Constituticnal Re-. 
form as a basis for the revision of the 
Indian Constitution, and considers 1t 
expedient that a bill should be intro- 
duced on the general lines of the 
report.”’ 

It was, he said, the intention to offer to 
India the widest opportunities of self- 
government by a scheme which they 
believed would keep India for all time a 
cog with Great Britain in the Empire. 

rom the hundreds of meetings of the 
Committee, from the long discussions they 
had had with public men from India and 
Burma, there had emerged three broad 
conclusions. These were provincia! 
autonomy, an All-India Federation, and 
responsibility at the centre. These broad 
conclusions came from the stubborn and 
irreducible facts of the problem. They 
came from a century and a half of British 
teaching in India and of Indian experi- 
ence. 
It was not the Committee that had 
created the problem. The problem was 
there already, and it was increasing in 
risk and complexity every year. Public 
opinion was growing all the while, and 
could not be ignored. It was admitted by 
almost every one who had studied the 
= that the reforms made under the 

ontagu-Chelmsford scheme had outlived 
their use. 

Provincial autonomy might mean akind of 
glorified county council government, under 
which the centre still maintained consider- 
able control over the provinces. That was 
not the type of government supported by 
the majority of the Joint Select Com- 
mittee. The orly wise form of provincial 
autonomy was one which was free from 
interference by the centre, and one based 
on a wider franchise. 


INEVITABLE ISSUE 


In regard to an All-India Federation, it 
the centre was left as it was now, they 
would run some risk of destroying one of 
the greatest works of the British Raj in 
India—the unity of India. They would 
run the risk of breaking India into frag- 
ments. They would leave the centre a 
Government unsupported by any sub- 
stantial measure of public opinion. There 
were other disadvantages, and it was in- 
evitable that they must accept the broad 
recommendations of the Committee—that 
if they were to have an effective provincial 
autonomy the inevitable consequence was 
an All-India Federation, There could be 
no effective federation without the 
accession of a substantial number of 
Indian Princes, and they could not per- 
suade the Indian Princes to accept an All- 
India Federation that would remain under 
the conirol of a Whitehall Government. 

There must be federation, “with respon- 


sible government, accompanied by safe- 


guards and reservations. These reserva- 
tions arose, not from any desire to 
deprive Indians of responsibility, but 
from the actual facts of the case. India 
was not in a position to defend itself, 
Defence depended upon British and im- 
perial troops, and no one had ever 
seriously suggested that it was possible to 
bring the control of imperial troops under 
any authority but that of the British Par- 
liament. 


NO COMPARISON 
IRELAND 


There were other reservations, relating 
to the protection of minorities, to the 
police force, and measures for combating 
the evil of terrorism. These were not 
mere paper reservations, Attention has 
been directed to the case of Ireland. Dif- 
ferent circumstances existed in Ireland, 
and, so far from the Irish case being com- 
parable with the Indian case, it was a 
direct contrast. He believed that the 
safeguards were necessary, and that, with- 
out them, self-government in India could 
not succeed. i i 

Would this complicated , Constitution 
work? He believed that, if a bill was 
passed on the general lines of the report 
of the Select Committee, the Constitution 
would work. He was supported in that 
view by the opinion of the Governor-Gene- 
ral, the Government of India and all pro- 
vincial Governments. Was there a sub- 
stantial body of public men in India who 
cared to work the Constitution ? 

He was aware that few, if any, of the 
Indian public men could say that they 
were satisfied with this or any other 
scheme.

These events did not come to him as a 
surprise.

OLDER MEN AS 
STORM TROOPS 


x—————— 


A DEFENCE of gas warfare was made 
by Dr. Herbert Levinstein, address- 
ing the Institute of Chemistry at Bristol 
last night. He claimed that the use of 
gas and chemicals was an economy of force 
of material and of lives ; that the idea that 
science had made war less likely was a 
fallacy, and that to blow combatants to 
bits by high.explosives was not less bestial, 
wicked or cruel than to attack with gas. | 

Dr. Levinstein made the startling 
suggestion that in the next war youth 
would take control of the home front, and 
the oldest classes would constitute the 
storm troops. ' 

It would not be a bad thing, he said, 
if all men (excluding ex-Serviee men) were 
called to the Colours for military training 
on reaching the age of forty. War had 
been largely mechanised. Recent pro- 
gress had made war a less unsuitable 
occupation for middle-aged le than it 
was in .1914. Middle-aged men could 
drive a tank as well as anybody else. 


BETTER PREPARED 


Dr.. Levinstein argued that we. were 
much better prepared for war, whether for 
manufacturing propellants, high explo- 
sives, or toxic products, than in 1914. 

That was not because we had taken any 
steps of a warlike nature, but because our 
chemical industry was much stronger now. 
He disagreed with General Smuts that 
science was making war more terrible and, 
therefore, less likely to happen. 

Dr. Herbert Levinstein, formerly manag- 
ing director of Levinstein, Ltd., and the 
British Dyestuffs Corporation, Ltd., served 
during the war on the Chemical Warfare 
Committee, and became known as one of 
the greatest poison gas experts on the 
Allied side. He is a past-President of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, the 
Society of Dyers and Colourists, and 
of the British Association of Chemists. 
In 1930 he said that in a future war a 
smoke screen blotting out the whole Thames 
valley would be one of chemistry’s contri- 
butions to London in the event of an 
aerial attack.. 


SIR IAN HAMILTON’S VIEWS 


General Sir Ian Hamilton, commenting 
to. : reporter on Dr, Levinstein’s address, 
said :— 

“The more war resolves itself into man 
against man, the less horrible it is. It is 
when man is against machinery or poisons 
or mechanical devices that it becomes 
utterly horrible in memory. 

“ In spite of the awful losses at Gallipoli, 
there was Jess machinery and there was no 
poison gas—it was more a fight of man 
against man, and, therefore, I think, on 
the whole, that people look back to it with 
less horror than they do to Passchendaele 
or something like that. 

** Whatever the actual material results 
may be, there is something more awful in 
the destruction of people by mechanical 
means. But it is an interminable cargu- 
ment—I can only talk by retrospect.’’ 

On the suggestion that in the next war 
youth would take control of the home 
front, Sir Ian said: “ The young men 
would not have it. If young men are un 
willing to go to war, there will be no war. 
If ever the state of affairs comes about 
that the young men don’t want to go to 
war, then war is finished.” 

General Sir Aylmer Haldane said: ** My 
general view is that gas is much less 
inhumane than high explosive shells, but 
there are differenet varieties of gas. 

“With regard to men over forty as 
storm troops, I don’t care about using 
men with families—it is the young man’s 
Job to fight. Youths are much better storm 
troopers.’’ 

Professor J. B. S. Haldane said he quite 
agreed with the statement that to blow 
combatants to bits by high explosives was 
not less bestial,. wicked or cruel than to 
attack with gas. 

When he heard the suggestion that in 
the next war youth would take control of 
the home front he said: ‘‘ That is bunk.”

solution. Undoubtedly, the authority of 
Great Britain at Geneva was greatly en- 
hanced by her decision to take an active 
part in policing the Saar, and the British 
Government have, throughout this present 
dispute, brought an element of cool 
common-sense and impartial detachment 
into a heated controversy, and have done 
all that was possible to retain for the 
League Council something of its judicial 
character,

FALLS OF MASONRY IMPEDE 
PROGRESS 


——— 


HE of saving the life of Charles O'Leary, the plumber who 
had been entombed in a well shaft at Kilquade, Co. Wicklow, 
decreased steadily as, notwithstanding the efforts of his would-be 
rescuers, it was found impossible to reach the entombed man. 


. At 5.30 this morning the rescuers had not reached O'Leary 
and did not expect to do so for some hours. 


O'Leary, who is 32 years of age, had been in the well since 
Saturday afternoon. He had been able, through tubes sunk in the 
well, to maintain conversation with the top of the shaft until, about 
2.30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, a further portion of the wall of 


Fears that O'Leary might have been killed by this fall seemed 
well founded; for no longer was there any indication of life from 
Subsequently, however, rescuers said they could 
hear the sound of his breathing.

LAST CALL FOR HELP 


Christopher Redmond, the man who 
saw the fall of earth, said that he had 
reached the well shaft itself. Six inches 
of earth only separated him from where’ 
he thought O’Leary lay. So great was 
the fear that a fall would occur that the 
clay had to be taken away in handfuls. 

“ Suddenly I saw the loose stones and 
mortar of the wall cave in,” he said. | 
rushed forward and called to Jim Fagan. 
and together we caught hold of the wal! 
and tried to hold it up. I shouted to 
O’Leary, and he said, “ Hurry, hurry.” 
We heard the loose stones falling into 
the well. I shouted again, but this time 
there was no answer.” 

Tuggings on the tubes leading down the 
shaft indicated that they were being dis- 
turbed, but they were not torn away. The 
rescuers continued to pump air down, but 
whether it was reaching O’Leary could 
not be ascertained. Several attempts to 
communicate through the speaking tube 
failed, and no food was taken from the 
end of the ropes lowered down later. All 
the indications that O’Leary had been 
covered with earth, or that the platform 
where his body rested had been carried 
away by the fali of earth. 


DIFFICULT WORK 


Througheut Sunday night and yester. 
day a small. army of workers continued 
digging out a trench through which they 
hoped to reach the wall of the well and 
rescue O'Leary. The work was hampered 
by the sandy, stony nature of the ground, 
and the fact that at any moment their 
digging might disturb part of the well 
shaft and send down stones on the im- 
prisoned man. As the cutting neared 
where it was thought O’Leary was, pail- 
ings had to be hammered in on each 
side to prevent the banks of the cutting 
collapsing. Each shovel of earth had to 
be removed with the utmost care, and 
each stone literally dug out and taken 
away by hand. 

Early yesterday morning a speaking 
tube was let down to the man, and through 
this men standing at the well top were able 
to keep in constant communication with 
O’Leary. 

Matthew O’Leary spoke to his son dur- 
ing the morning. Through the whole 
morning O’Leary’s answering voice came 
through the speaking tube strongly. 

A number of Press representatives 
spoke to him, and one of them said that a 
small army of Press photographers was 


waiting to photograph him when he was 


rescued. O'Leary replied that he would 
want a razor to shave before he would face 
them. 

A tin helmet was passed down to the 
man early in the morning. He managed 
to get it on his head to protect it in case 
loose stones should fall. O'Leary occa- 
sionally complained that this was hurting 
his head, and that stones were pressing 
on his chest. At about 12 o'clock O’Leary’s 
voice, though still cheerful, was becoming 
weaker. He wanted to sleep, but the 
doctors present said that at all costs he 
must not do so. The Rev. John O'Connor, 
of Delgany, went to the speaking tube and 
kept up a flow of cheerful talk. 

‘Leary kept asking, ‘‘ When will I get 
up?’ and his constant fear was that his 
rescuers, whom he could hear digging, 
would by their efforts dislodge part of the 
well on his head. 

Oxygen was pumped down the shaft by 
members of the Dublin Fire Brigade, and 
food and stimulants prescribed by the two 
doctors were passed veer in bottles. 

Shortly after 2 p.m. yesterday, Father 
O'Connor heard O'Leary say: ‘‘ Only one 
of my hands is good now.” He then ap-

peared exhausted, and was becoming 


slightly hysterical. 
“I AM DONE” 


At about 2.30 he said: “TI am done.” 
At the same time part of the shaft of the 
well collapsed in front of the eyes of the 
workers in the cutting. The noise of the 
stones falling into the depths of the well 
was clearly heard by the horrified listeners. 
No further sound came from the speaking 
tube, and Father O’Connor said that it 
must have been torn from O’Leary’s hand 
by the falling stones. 


ENGINEERS AT WORK 


After all communications had been 
severed yesterday work was suspended for 
a short time; then Army engineers from 
the Curragh, in charge of Major M. O’Con- 
nor, began to sink a mineshaft where the 
cutting had ended. Reinforcements of 
carpenters made a circular wood tunnel to 
insert in the shaft, and it is hoped that 
before this morning they will be able: to 
reach O'Leary. 

Since Saturday afternoon Civic Guards 
from Greystones and Newtownmountken- 
nedy, under Superintendent O’Reilly and 
Sergeant Morris, have been on the scene, 
helping in the digging operations, Station- 
Officer J. Rogers and Firemen B. Mat- 
thews and J. Gibney, from the Dublin 
Fire Brigade, have also been on con- 
tinuous duty, while hundreds of men from 
the surrounding districts have been work- 
ing without sleep throughout the whole 
of O’Leary’s long ordeal. 


WORK OF RESCUE 


At midnight an Jrish Times representae 
tive telephoned that the Free State Army, 
engineers had reached a spot within 
eighteen inches of the imprisoned man, 
and that it was believed that he was still 
alive. Some of the rescue workers stated 
that they heard the sound of his breathing. 

The engineers are building a box tunnel 
of wood with the intention of getting 
under O’Leary’s position and taking the 
débris away from his feet. 

Major-General Brennan, Chief of Staff 
of the Free State Army, arrived at the 
scene at about 11.45. Mr. Everett, T.D., 
also is watching the operations. Senator 
O’Hanlon, for whom the imprisoned man 
had been working two days before the 
accident, also is on the scene, 

There are about fifty Free State Army 
men ‘working in shifts of eight on the 
digging of the tunnel. 

At 12.55 a number of sacks filled with 
hay and straw were lowered into the well 
in order to protect O’Leary in case of a 
further fall of rock, and it is expected that 
the wall of the well will be pierced in 
about half an hour. 

The Minister for Agriculture, Dr. J. 
Ryan, has arrived on the spot, and is 
watching the operations, 


NO COMMUNICATION 


At 2.15 this morning the efforts of tha 
rescue workers were further hampered by 
another slight fall of masonry, which, it 
was expected, would make it impossible to 
reach the man before the end of another 
half hour. There is no communication 
with him whatever. 

There were six doctors at the place then, 
and one of them stated that the man might 
be alive, but that he was probably uncon- 
scious, 

The Civic Guards have requested the 
occupants of the house at the well to leave 
their residence, because there is some 
danger of a collapse through the under- 


mining of part of the house.

Other capitals 
might boast greater wealth, greater progress 
of a modern kind,‘ greater civic pride, and 
creater populations; but it was Dublin s 
boast that none had contributed more to ad- 
vance the bounds of human thought, or added 
more to the intellectual stature of mankind. 
The dignity of) older Dublin still struggled 


" for Survival. noble Georgian vistas still re- 
mated’: there was, in parts, a spacious lay- 
out, with many fine streets and squares, 


These*gave glimpses of a city still gracious 
among cities. 

Dublin now had tendencies not realised by 
many. which, if not checked in a scientific 
manner, would cause a good deal’ of its re- 
maining glamour to pass away within a de- 


‘cade of years hence. 


The heirloom of Dublin was about to he 
put on the market for purchase by the mos 
sordid .commercial bidders, and random de- 
velopment ‘held a sway that was not tolerated 
elsewhere.

Three bills held up by the Senate have 
run the prescribed period of eighteen months, 
and may now be sent again by the Dail to 
the Senate with the request that they be 
passed into law. In the event of the Senate 
again refusing the bills will become law 
automatically at the end of a period of sixty 
days. fram the ‘date on which they are sent 
up by the Dail. 

The Local Government (Dublin) Bill, 1933, 
which abolishes the Commercial Register in 
Dublin Gorporation elections, has already 
reached the limit of time. It was sent to 
the Senate on 7th June, 1933, and the eighteen 
months expired on Thursday last, 6th 
December. 

The Local Government (Extension of 
Franchise) Bill, 1933, was sent to the Senate 
on 28th June, 1935, and its period expires on 
27th- December. This is known as the 
Flapper Vote Bill. It gives to all persons over 
twenty-one years of age the vote in Local 
Government elections on the same basis as 
the votes in Vail elections is given. 
Constitution (Amendment No. 19) 
|, 1933, was sent to the Senate on 28th 
June, 1933, and its period of suspension ends 
December. This is the bill which 
jimits the Senate’s powers of delaying bills 
to three months instead of eighteen months. 

Other bills which were held up in 1934 by 
the Senate are as follows :— 

Wearing. of Uniforms (Restriction) Bill, 
1034. Sent to the Senate 14th March, 1934,

Mr. J. E. Walsh, President of the Local 
Industrial Development Association, presided, 
and extended a cordial welcome to the 
Minister, and expressed the hope that the 
factory would be bat the start of the 
industrial development of the town. 

Mr. Lemass said that it was his hope that 
that day’s ceremony would be merely a 
prelude to a number of similar ceremonies 
when other industrial developments which 
were in contemplation in the town would 
have taken place. The local Industrial 
Development Association had been energetic 
in promoting the development of New Ross, 
and deserved well of the citizens. He 
welcomed the organisation of such associa- 
tions in every town, so that, industrial pos- 
sibilities would be fully explored. Proposals 
put forward by such organisations would haye 
sympathetic consideration by the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, The industry 
which the Irish Driver Harris Company had 
established was a new one in the country, and 
must be developed by stages.

f “The Canavans ” had been written by 
anybody of normal ability, one would have 
no ‘hesitation in calling it a poor play. 
Straight comedy and fantasy will not mix, 
and a dramatist who starts with the first 
should not give us a later scene which shows 
prisoners escaping from jail with the aid of 
eostumes and ropes which have been 
miraculously found in their cell. Lady 
Gregory’s comedy, indeed, is a mixture of 
styles which is hard to defend.

Mr. Keatinge produced the original minute 
book of the governors of the hospital from 
1734 down to the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, from which he quoted extracts deal- 
ing with the business of the governors at 
their meetings. i 

Mercer's Hospital, he said, was founded 
long before the battle of Waterloo, before 
the Irish Parliament. House was built, and 
before : Merrion. square, Mountjoy square, 
Fitzwilliam square, Rutland square, or the 
Rotunda were created. In 1734, Mary Mer- 
cer, daughter of Dr. George Mercer, who 
was Vice-Provost and Fellow of Trinity Col- 
lege, gave an old stone house in Stephen's 
street. for an hospital. Twenty years after 
its establishment it was found to be un- 
suited for the purpose, and it was re-built at 
the expense of the physicians and surgeons. 
An application to the Irish Parliament for 
£500 to help in re-building was granted. 


THEN AND NOW. 


The records showed that the ge! had 
been received by a Dr. Relkan, and that 
legal proceedings were taken against him to 
oblige him to pay the money into a bank, 
as was done, and the matter settled. The 
building was duly completed, as it was to- 
day, although there have been additions to 
it since. An etnry stated: | 

“The unhappy failure of the bank of 
Messrs. Wilcock and Dawson, in which a 
considerable rt of their small fund was 
lodged, disabled the governors from prose- 
cuting their designs, and rendered them in- 
capable of carrying out this most useful and 
extensive charity without some aid from the 
Honourable House.”’ 

It was stated in the address to the House 
that the expense of each bed was estimated 
at £10 yearly.” There was in the hospital 
52 beds, but it was capable of containing 
many more if: the funds were sufficient to 
maintain them, and the governors hoped that 
some charitable persons amohg the nobility 
and gentry, considering the great usefulness 
of the hospital to the public, would become 
annual subscribers for the support and con- 
tinuance of a foundation so beneficial, 
so humane and traly Christian. 

Mr. Keatinge quoted many other interesting 
entries from the old book, and concluded by 
saying that he was sure his listeners would 
agree with him in saying, in the words of the 
advertisement of 1759, that the work of 
Mercer’s Hospital has lieen, and is, beneficial, 
humane and truly Christian. 

Sir Thomas Robinson and the President €x- 
pressed the appreciation. of the company for 
the readings given by Mr. Keatinge.

LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
DISCUSSED 


———— 


December meeting of the Dublin 
Methodist Council was -held in the Centenary 
Church Parlour, and largely attended by 
members and visitors. After the social hour 
the chair was taken by the President of the 
Council, the Rev. J. M. Alley, and the busi- 
gesá was introduced by the ee a aonar 
‘ministerial secretary, the Rev, W. Johnstone 
Hunter, and the lay secretary, Dr. H. G. 
Smith. Messages of sympathy were sent to 
several members and ex-members of the 
Council who had been recently bereaved, and 
a message of condolence on the regretted 
death of Six Robert Perks was sent to Lady 
Perks. 

On the motion of Mr. G. F. Beckett it was 
decided to bring under the notice of the 
various leaders’ meetings of the Methodist 
Churches. of». Dublin: and .suburbs' the 
desirability of availing, as far as possible, of 
the scheme for the training of social service 
workers under the auspices of the Civics 
Institute oí Ireland. 

The main subject for the evening’s discus- 
sion was the question : ‘‘ Will the League of 
Nations Fail?” which was introduced by the 
Rev. Bolton C. Waller, M.A., Holy Trinity 
Church, Rathmines, who is a member and 
former secretary of the Council of the League 
of Nations Society of Ireland. 

In an informative address, . the speaker 
sketched the history of the League, the suc- 
cesses which it had met with in its fifteen 
years’ existence, and the probable causes of 
its failure to fulfil so far all the hopes of its 
founders, especially in the cases of Japan, 
the South , American. War, Germany and 
the question of disarmament. The speaker 
advocateil the abandonment of the isolation 
idea held by some prominent public persons, 
the abolition of private trade in armaments, 
an effort to save the Disarmament Conference, 
and a strengthening of the collective peaco 
system of the League. He emphasised that 
it was to the statesmen in various countries, 
and not to the League of Nations, that its 
failures must be attriluted.

PIANOFORTE 
RECITALS 


SOLOMON'S ARTISTRY. 


€— 


It was not, very surprising to find the 
largest audierces of the season so far present 
at the Royal Dublin Society yesterday for the 
pianoforte recitals by Solomon. It was 
practical recognition not only of a great 
virtuoso, but of a great. musician; for 
Solomon brings to his work not only under- 
standing. and mastery of the instrument, but 
an insight that imparts a depth of emotion 
to the music that is equalled by few. Very 
aptly it has been said of Solomon that he, 
more than any ‘other of the great players, 
seems to play directly on the strings of the 
instrument with all possible sensitiveness. His 
tone ‘is brilliant, but without, any hardness— 
it is rather as if he achieved his effects by the 
mere laying of hands on the keys. 

It was this quality of soft persuasion that 
lent -such-a-charm to his playing of the 
Mozart: Sonata in B flat major, with which 
he commenced his recitals yesterday. This is 
one of four which Mozart composed during 
his Salzburg period ir 1779-80 after the death 
of his mother. The ‘second movement 
(Andante cantabile) was delivered with a 
lovely singing ‘tone, and Solomon’s treatment 
recalled’ Mozart’s remark that the first requi- 
sites for the pianist were a quiet, steady hand, 
the power of singing the melody, clearness 
and neatress in the ornaments, and, of course, 
the necessary technique. These were qualities 
pre-eminently manifest in Solomon’s playing, 
and they’ showed. themselves markedly in the 
playing of the Beethoven: Sonata in C Major 
(‘The Waldstein’’) which followed. The 
opening here was beautifully declaimed, and

the player held his audience in rapt attentiog 
as he pursued the development of the theme, 
The Rondo was beautifully treated, 

A group by Brahms, which included 
Ballade in G Minor, two Intermezzi, and the 
Rhapsody in G Minor gave the player oppora 
tunity to bring out the lyrical vein of the 
composer. The pianist seemed to revel in his 
playing of a group by Chopin, which included 
the Fantaisie in F Minor, in which the vary¢ 
ing moods were well presented ; three Etudeg 
of which that in G flat was a work of exguis 
site beauty, the Nocturne in D flat, which was 
full of romance, and the pulsating and joyous 
Polonaise in A flat Major. 

The outstanding piece of the evening recital 
was the Schumann “Carnaval,” in which 
Solomon showed an almost uncanny. under- 
standing and appreciation of the work, which 
enabled him to recapture ard bring to life all 
its dreams and fantasies. It was a wonderful 
exhibition of virtuosity and musicianship.

EXPERIMENT IN ENGLISH 
TRIAL MATCHES 


The F.A. International Selection Committee 
yesterday arceded to the request of the 
Referees’ Committee to give a trial to two 
referees, one in each half of the field, in the 
amateur international trial match on Januar 
5 next, and in the international trial matc 
next March. 

In an interview at the conclusion of the 
F.A. Council meeting, a prominent member 
of the Council stated :— 

“IT am not enamoured of the. experiment, 
but I think we ought to give it a thorough 
trial. The Referees’ Committee has given 
such serious thought te the problem that we 
felt it would, to say the least, have been 
discourteous to xefuse their recommendation. 
Personally, I think the scheme, if per: 
manently adopted, would result in an even 
bigger shortage than exists now of first-class 
referees,”’ 

It is understood that 
referees experiment is made permanent it 
will be incorporated in the rules as a 
“permissive” law. That means that the 
clubs concerned in a match would agree 
between them whether or not to have one or 
two referees to take charge of their game. 
This would help amateur clubs who could 
not afford two officials.

ROAD TRANSPORT 
CHARGES 


The monthly meeting of the Council of 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce was hel! 
yesterday, with the President, Mr. Edgar 
Anderson, M.A., B.A.1., in the chair. 

After dealing with correspondence and 
other routine business, attention was drawn 
to Press reports that the Government pro- 
poses to set up a Commission, with full 
High Court powers as to the summoning of 
witnesses, to investigate the vegetable and 
fruit trade. It was decided to request that 
whenever a Commission is given such powers 
the Chairman of the Commission should be 
a person with legal qualifications and train- 
in 


The Council decided to request members 
to furnish particulars of any cases of delay 
in the hearing of appeals in the Circuit 
Court. 

The Council received a report from its Law 
and Parliamentary Committee as to the 
possible effect on commerce of the Citizen- 
ship Bill through its effect on the Control of 
Manufactures Acts. 

The honorary officers were appointed to 
form a committee to consider the headings 
under which evidence is required by the 
Banking Commission. Power to co-opt 
members as required was given to the Com- 
mittee, | 

The Council considered a report from the 
Traffic and Transit Committee comparing 
the charges of Motor Road Parcels Express 
Services of the Ist of February, 1933, with 
the Great Southern Railways’ Road Parcels 
Express Services on the list of December, 
1934. Reference was made to the Minister’s 
statement in the Dail that the settlement of 
a schedule of charges for merchandise 
carried by road by railway comvanies is a 
matter for the Railways ‘Tribunal under the 
Road Transport Act, 1933, which provides 
that any. person interested shall have an 
opportunity of being heard by the Tribunal 
when any proposed changes are under con- 
sideration. In these circumstances the 
Council decided that specific cases of exces- 
sive rates would have to be submitted before 
any action could be taken. 

Wednesday, 50th January, 1935, was fixed 
as the date for the annual general meeting.

CHANCELLOR’S BAN

Colonel J. Sandeman Allen (Conserva- 
tive), in the House of Commons yester- 
day, asked the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
whether, in view of the imminent danger 
of a German firm completing the purchase 
of the Red Star Line, and competing with 
the White Star-Cunard Merger Company, 
he would reconsider the withdrawal of the 
ban from the proposed supplementary 
service. 

Mr. Duff Cooper (Financial Secretary to 
the Treasury) replied that the Chancellor 
was of ‘the opinion that the rationalisation 
of the British share of the North Atlantic 
trade was the most effective means of meet- 
ing foreign competition, and that he was 
accordingly unable to modify the view 
which he had already expressed on the 
matter. 

Colonel Sandeman Allen—Will “ the 
Chancellor consider using the same tactics 
to prevent foreign firms from getting finan- 
cial assistance as he is using to prevent 
British firms ? 

Sir Percy Harris. (Liberal) asked 
whether the Chancellor felt himself 
justified in thus allowing trade to be 
restricted. 

Mr. Duff Cooper replied that the matter 
had already been discussed in the House. 

Mr. R. J. C. Boothby (Conservative)— 
Are we to take it that the policy of the 
Government is to take steps to prevent 
any future competition in this country in 
the North Atlantic trade? 

Sir Alfred Beit (Conservative)—Does 
Mr. Duff Cooper consider that foreign 
competition can be met by fortifying it? 

There being no reply, Colonel Sandeman 
Allen gave notice that he would raise the 
subject on the adjournment of the House 
at some early date.
